ICAN REVOLUTION. 


There was one mnn connected 


with tho American rtovolutloii 
whose memory does not recclvo 
tho attention It deserves. Hlu 
namo Is Samuel Adams, Ha did 
more 'to brlno on tho war than 
any other man. The thirteen 
colonies woro widely neparated. 
There was no concerted uctlon, 
and they often worked nt croon- 
purposed, 
Adnmo developed a 


cyatcm of correspondence among 
them, which resulted In unltlny 
them In opposition to the tyran- 
nies of the mother country.
